“That’s what people always complain 
about.” 

Both clubs offer to send members 
the featured CD of the month auto- 
matically. Columbia House sends 17 
featured CDs each year, or one every 
four weeks. Which CD members 
receive depends upon their music 
taste. If they do not want this feature, 
they must reply to the club by mailing 
a business reply mail card before the 
deadline. 

“Columbia House has been success- 
ful for 40 years,” said Jane Osman, 
media relations expert for the compa- 
ny. “We are a unique niche in the 
recording industry. As a working par- 
ent, I appreciate the convenience of 
having someone help me get the CDs 
I want.” 

For Sivertson, the convenience was 
not worth the price he had to pay. 

“Those featured CDs are really 
expensive,” Sivertson said. “You pay 
$15 or $16 dollars for them, plus 
shipping and handling.” 

One CD Sivertson said he received 
as a featured selection was 
“Wildflowers” by Tom Petty. 
Columbia House charged him $14.95 
for it, plus $2.50 shipping and han- 
dling. At Media Play, the same CD 
sold for $10.95 the first three weeks

Most of the time members can get 
free CDs just for buying one at regu- 
lar price.

Dole enters presidential race, 
hopes third time is the charm

TOPEKA, Kan. — Embracing the 
conservative agenda of lower taxes, 
smaller government and a balanced 
budget, Bob Dole launched his third 
White House bid Monday by casting 
himself as uniquely qualified to “lead 
America back to her place in the sun.” 

“T am not afraid to lead, and I know 
the way,” the Senate majority leader 
said as he formally declared his can- 
didacy for the 1996 Republican presi- 
dential nomination. 

“Let us rein'in our government to 
set the spirit of the American people 
free,” he said. “Let us renew our 
moral convictions and strengthen our 
families by returning to fundamental 
values. Together, let us reassert our 
rightful place as a great nation.” 

Dole, 71, entered the race with a 
scornful critique of President Clinton 
as a “clever apologist of the status 
quo,” elected on a platform of change 
in 1992 but now fighting the change 
voters demanded in the Republican 
sweep of 1994. 

“We need a president who shares 
our values, embraces our agenda and 
will lead the fight for the fundamental 
change America chose last 
November,” said Dole, whose com- 


mitment to that agenda will be tested 
in the coming months as the Senate 
acts on legislation already passed by 
the more conservative House. 

As the clear early GOP front-runner, 
Dole chose to ignore his Republican 
rivals. His announcement was elabo- 
rately choreographed, complete with a 
balloon drop and a charter plane 
marked “Dole for President.” 

Dole proved anew his willingness to 
adapt to the times — and the changes 
in his own party. He reached out to 
economic conservatives who have 
often questioned his commitment to 
lower taxes, and to cultural conserva- 
tives who are influential in GOP pri- 
maries but somewhat suspicious of 
Dole because of his legislator’s pen- 
chant for compromise. 

“We can cut taxes and balance the 
budget,” said Dole, once a fierce crit- 
ic of Ronald Reagan’s “supply side” 
economics. Aides drew the distinction 
that spending would be cut this time, 
as opposed to raised as it was at the 
time Reagan’s tax cuts were enacted. 

Still, that declaration left little doubt 
that Dole knows his candidacy hinges 
as much on getting the new GOP con- 
gressional agenda through th. quirky 
Senate as on the strong organization 
he has built in early primary states. 


Blacks in Utah | 
struggle to keep 
unique heritage

African Americans came with the 
first pioneers into Utah, but they are 
still a minority in Utah, and have 
struggled ever since to preserve their 
unique heritage. 

Many African Americans in Utah 
gather at “black churches” to bond 
and strengthen their cultural ties, said 
Jeanetta Williams, president of the 
Utah Chapter of the National 
Association For The Advancement Of 
Colored People. 

“When (African Americans) attend 
a predominantly Anglo church, many 
times they lose their heritage,” said 
the Rev. Jerome Council, pastor of 
the True Vine Baptist church, a pre- 
dominantly African-American con- 
gregation that settled in Kaysville 
after a 16-year search for a permanent 
home. 

“The (Anglo) churches don’t recog- 
nize the contributions of African 
Americans. Our children especially — 
are affected,” he said. 

Less than one percent of Utah’s 
population is African American, 
according to Williams. 

Council said that religion has 
always been important in the lives of 
African Americans. 

“Religion is what has basically kept 
the African-American community 
viable, and it continues to be so,” he 
said. 

Council said that many African 
Americans, including his family, 
came to Utah in the 1940s and 1950s 
looking for job-opportunities. 

“My dad came to Utah as a cook for 
the Union Pacific Railroad,” he said. 

“In the 1990s, Utah is trying hard to 
attract African Americans, but many 
have negative perceptions of Utah and 
don’t think there is an African- 
American community here,” Council 
said. 

Council said that Utah would bene- 
fit by involving “all members of the 
community” in decisions that will 
have a major impact. 

“For example, Utah is working to 
bring the Olympics in 2002. 
(Minorities) should be involved in the 
decision-making process,” he said. 

Minority group organizations such 
as the NAACP, which has had a Utah 
branch since 1919, recently helped 
the passage of Senate Bill 96, which 
addresses community group represen- 
tation, Williams said. 

“We were left out of the planning 
process of the Goals 2000 project,” 
she said, adding that this bill should 
help to correct that in the future. 

Williams, a Utah resident for seven 
years, said her perception of Utah is 
positive. 

“T feel good about (being here),” she 
said. “We're all trying to work togeth- 
er, to make this a better state.” 

“Our biggest challenge is providing 
proper nourishment and education for 
our people,” Council said. “Society 
often tells our children that they are 
‘nobody’ and can’t make any contri- 
butions.” 

Council has heard specific com- 
plaints about minorities not feeling 
accepted. 

“We have a member from Bountiful, 
who says that every time she goes out 
with her children, people stare,” he 
said. “Other children say negative 
things to her children, such as, 
“You’re going to grow up to be gang- 
Stetsau 

“Some people do discriminate, but 
it’s only because they aren’t aware,” 
Williams said. 

“People perceive Salt Lake to be 
different than it actually is,” she said. 
“Just because it’s a predominantly 
white state doesn’t mean that it’s 
racist.” 

Williams said things are always 
improving. 

“It takes work. Biases can be elimi- 
nated, but we have to get out and 
make the difference,” she said. 

Williams expressed appreciation to 
President Gordon B. Hinckley of The 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints, and other Church leaders, for 
their efforts to improve race relations. 

“[ really liked (President 
Hinckley’s) recent statement that we 
need to appreciate one another and be 
non-discriminatory,” she said.

Anti-Semitic attacks rise throughout world 


' BRUSSELS, Belgium — The World Jewish Congress said Monday that anti- 
Semitic attacks rose last year worldwide and doubled in Germany. 

The worst anti-Semitic attack in 1994 occurred July 18 in Buenos Aires, 
Argentina. 

The Argentinian tragedy occurred when a bomb blast leveled a seven-story 
building housing two Jewish groups, killing 101 people and injuring about 200. 

The annual report, produced by Tel Aviv University in coordination with the 
WJC and the Anti Defamation League, cited an increase of attacks against Jews 
across the globe. 
. The report presented evidence of 72 attacks against Jews with the intention to 
kill last year, up from 42 in 1993. 

In Western Europe, such attacks increased to 31 from 15. 

The total number of people killed was not given. 
‘ In Germany, the report said, police counted 1,147 anti-Semitic incidents, 
almost double that of 1993. 
, In the United States, the country with the largest concentration of Jews any- 
where, the report said anti-Semitic incidents increased by 10 percent to 2,066. 


Utah women work more than U.S. average 


' SALT LAKE CITY — As a group, Utah’s 414,000 working women make up 
45 percent of the state’s employees, and 63.5 percent of Utah women work— 
compared to a national average of 58.8 percent. 

. Lecia Parks Langston, chief economist for the Utah Job Service, says what is 
not reflected by those statistics is how many mothers in the state also have jobs 
outside the home. 

More than half of Utah preschoolers and three of every four school- -age chil- 
dren in the state have mothers who work, she said. 

The statistics, Langston says, have important implications for work-place pol- 
icy makers faced with such issues as family leave and child care. 

“Most of the time we think of them as women’s issues, and they are not 
women’s issues,” she said. “They are family issues.”

WEST JORDAN — An argument between members of a family attending a 
funeral viewing erupted in gunfire Monday afternoon, killing a 32-year-old 
man. 

West Jordan Police Chief Ken McGuire said members of the extended family 
of Aaron Lee Greuber began arguing about the cause of his death and other 
funeral arrangements when a 32-year-old woman pulled a pistol and shot [erry 
Stewart, of Magna, to death about 1:30 p.m. 

The woman was taken into custody without incident at the Memorial Estates 
Funeral Home in West Jordan, 10 miles southwest of Salt Lake City. 

_ The chief did not know the exact relationships between the suspect, the slain 
man and Greuber. 

’ The death of Greuber, 33, is being investigated by Salt Lake City police. 

. The preliminary cause of death is a drug overdose, according to KT VX televi- 
sion.

“As a matter 
of fact, almost all of my zillion CDs 
are a result of signing other people up 
and getting them for free,” he said. 

Not only members have opposing 
viewpoints about BMG and Columbia 
House. 

Since music stores have begun pur- 
chasing used CDs, a debate has raged 
over whether BMG and Columbia 
House CDs are worth as much as CDs 
one can buy in the store. 

No dealer will purchase an 
unopened music club CD for the same 
price as a new CD. 

Anything with a BMG or Columbia 
House label automatically receives a 
used CD price. And some dealers give 
these CDs lower values than used 
store-bought disks. 

“We'll take them used, but we have 
to give less for them,” said Terry 
Xanthos, general manager of Sonic 
Garden CD Exchange in Provo. “For 
a CD that would normally get $4, we 
would give $2 or $3 for a music club 
CD. We sell them for less too.” 

Xanthos said the music club CDs 
are of lesser quality. BMG and 
Columbia House, he said, cheaply 
reproduce the disks under the record 
company’s permission. 

“T think their sound is a little more 
distorted,” Xanthos said. “Before I 
opened the store I used to be a mem- 
ber of both, and I always noticed the 
difference in sound quality when I 
tried to record a CD onto a cassette. 

Columbia House CDs are made in 
the same places and by the same 
processes as the CDs purchased at 
regular price, Osman said. 

Scott Braken, quality assurance 
technician for Cassette Productions in 
Salt Lake City, said if a company has 
enough money for the equipment, it is 
not hard to make a good CD. 

However, in an informal test Braken 
conducted on one CD from Columbia 
House, BMG and Media Play, both 
the music club CDs had more errors 
on the average. 

After three levels of tests, all three 
CDs were well within acceptable 
parameters, Braken said, but the 
Columbia House CD had double the 
errors of the other two. 

“Td like to see more Columbia 
House discs to see if they follow the 
same rate,” Braken said. “Although 
this one test doesn’t prove anything, 
I’d bet that a Columbia House CD 
wouldn’t last as long as the other 
two.” 

Although he feels the digital process 
used to record CDs preserves the 
sound quality of music club discs, 
David. Whitehead, owner of 
Greywhale CD Exchange in Provo, 
said he doesn’t appreciate the clubs’ 
sales tactics. 

“They devalue the perception of a 
disc,” he said. 

“IT have enough trouble selling CDs 
at a price that I can make a profit at 
without someone selling 10 CDs for a 
penny.” 

His store buys music club CDs at 
the same prices it buys other used 
CDs. 

The Wherehouse in Orem buys club 
CDs as well; and Dal Jenkins, the 
store’s manager, estimates that 45 
percent of his inventory consists of 
club CDs. For him the clubs have 
their advantages and disadvantages. 

“They have a good variety of 
music,” he said. 

“Particularly, families can buy one 
of everything family members enjoy. 
However you can’t buy everything 
from them you can buy in a record 
store. Once you’re entered into the 
club, you’re locked into it, and some 
people can’t handle it.”

‘Michael Jordan’ of teeth 
to speak to pre-dental club

Dr. Gordon J. Christensen, a world- 
renowned speaker in the field of den- 
tistry, will spéak at this month’s pre- 
dental club lecture at 6 p.m. in 231 
MARB. 

“No one else knows more about the 
field of dentistry than Gordon 
Christensen,” said Darren Huddleston, 
24, a senior from Denver, Colo., 
majoring in business management and 
president of BYU’s pre-dental club. 
“He’s very enthusiastic and has a 
great rapport with his audience.” 

“We want not just pre-dental stu- 
dents to come, but all students who 
are even considering a career in den- 
tistry,” said Jon Dorrough, 22, a 
sophomore from Hillsboro, Ore., 
majoring in human biology. “It will 
be inspirational and informative. He’s 
a great speaker and will get everyone 
excited about dentistry.” 

Jason Madsen, 21, a sophomore 
from Spokane, Wash., majoring in 
wildlife biology, agreed. Others out- 
side dentistry will enjoy hearing 
Christensen as well, he said. 

“This opportunity will be good for 
any student pursuing a career in busi- 
ness,” he said. “He is really successful 
as an entrepreneur and has done many 
things with his life.” 

Christensen is the co-founder and 
current senior consultant of Clinical 
Research Associates (CRA), a non- 
profit association that critiques dental 
materials to see if they perform their 
advertised function. 

“The CRA is like the consumer 
reports of dentistry,’ Dorrough said. 
“They test equipment, anything that a 


dentist uses. Then they publish it. 
He’s very respected in that way; a lot 
of dentists respect his opinion.” 

Christensen spends half his time at 
his practice in Provo where he spe- 
ctalizes in prosthodontics, which 
deals with replacing missing teeth. He 
spends the other half of his time lec- 
turing around the world. 

(Christensen) keeps a speaking cal- 
endar for all his engagements, and it’s 
filled up until 1997,” Huddleston said. 
“We feel honored that he’s coming to 
speak to us. It’s comparable to 
Michael Jordan coming to a youth 
basketball team.” 

Not only does Christensen travel 
around the world to speak, but others 
travel extensively to Provo to see him 
at work. 

“There are always people in his 
office from across the country and all 
over the world, who come to watch 
him,” Dorrough said. 

The pre-dental club has speakers 
like Christensen come about once a 
month. 

“There are a couple of purposes for 
the club,” Huddleston said. “One is 
service, such as dental hygiene ser- 
vice, especially to elementary 
schools. The second is to provide gen- 
eral information about the future of 
dentistry through bringing in speakers 
once a month.” 

Members of the club visit elemen- 
tary schools in Utah County almost 
weekly, giving short presentations on 
oral health. 

Christensen, Huddleston hopes, will 
help inspire club members. He is 
director of Practical Clinical Courses, 
a continuing education program for

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Faculty Preview needs 
revisions, more data

upon us, students need more. 


After being suggested more than 30 times, a guide to faculty was finally printed 
in October, giving information about teaching styles and philosophies as well as 
some course description. The information is provided by the faculty, though, mak- 
ing the booklet less helpful than it could be. 

According to a SAC program director, the council hopes to compile another edi- 
tion of the preview next year if BYUSA supports the venture financially. The 
Universe wants to suggest some improvements for the second edition. 

Information in the guide about class structure, grading and outside help could be 
useful — especially for the target audience of first-year students — but SAC’s 
purpose in producing the guide was to help students compare and select teachers 


based on teaching and learning styles. 


Such comparison is impossible with the current guide; it gives only one teacher 
for most of the courses listed, and many courses are not represented at all. 

This underrepresentation is not entirely SAC’s fault, though, and it can be reme- 
died. SAC sent questionnaires to all the faculty members who were on campus 
during the 1994 Spring and Summer terms. SAC received and printed responses 
from 80 percent of those faculty members, according to the program director. 

The first problem was the timing. Fewer teachers are on campus during the Sum- 
mer break than during regular semesters. For the next edition of the preview to 
include the majority of faculty and courses offered at BYU, SAC should send out 
questionnaires at the beginning of fall semester. 

The Daily Universe commends the 80 percent of faculty who responded to 
SAC’s questions last year and asks every teacher who receives a questionnaire in 
the future to allow him or herself to be included in the guide. 

In addition to increased faculty support, administrators should add their 
approval to a more thorough catalog, complete with student comments. Perhaps 
the administration is worried that teachers will be hurt or that the preview will be 
too negative if words other than the teachers’ are included in the guide. But com- 
ments can be balanced and truthful without casting shadows on the entire booklet. 

Teacher evaluations that students are required to fill out in most classes each 
semester could be a source of more information than that provided by the faculty. 
These evaluations can play a part in decisions of awarding tenure, as well as 
inspiring course changes. If fair comments from faculty evaluations were pub- 
lished in the preview, students would take the whole evaluation process more seri- 


ously. 


We ask for greater support for a second edition of the Faculty Preview this year, 
from SAC, BYUSA, faculty, administrators and students who can buy the guide. 
Greater representation of courses and teachers is a must; adding the perspective 
that student comments will bring is also essential for the guide to be worthwhile.

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Student’s shrine film to be shown

As a part of her senior anthropology 
project, a BYU student developed, 
arranged the funding for, and filmed a 
30-minute documentary that will be 
shown tonight in 1170 TMCB. 

Monica Delgado, 22, a senior from 
Salinas, Calif., majoring in anthropol- 
ogy, made the film “Mundo 
Milagroso” to capture the story 
behind three shrines in the Rio 
Grande Valley of Southern Texas. 

“Tt tells the story of three shrines 
where there have been appearances of 
Jesus and the Virgin Mary, and the 
belief that they have left their images 
on a tortilla, a Chevy Camaro and a 
tree,’ Delgado said. “So, thousands of 
people come each year to these 
shrines seeking miracles. 

“The intention of the project wasn’t 
to prove or disprove the appearances. 
Really, it was to see how it affected 
the people and the community that 
were involved,” she added. 

Delgado’s film chronicles the beliefs 
and experiences of the subculture of 
people that visit the shrines each year. 

“In the area there is a mixture of tra- 
ditional Indian beliefs with the 
Spanish Catholicism introduced by 
the Spanish explorers,” she said. “The 
mixture of the two beliefs is very 
apparent around the shrines.” 

According to Delgado, seniors in the 
Anthropology program are required to 
complete a special project, usually a 
written project or a study. However, 


after learning of the shrines through . 


her husband, Delgado decided to 
“take the project a step further” and 
make a documentary.

“Mundo Milagroso,” sponsored by 
the Anthropology Department, took 
more than a year to complete and was 
entirely funded by University sources 
contacted by Delgado. Delgado raised 
more than $7,500 to create a budget 
for the documentary. 

“Initially, we had to put up quite a 
bit of our own money to start the pro- 
ject, but luckily we got a grant to 
cover the last part of production,” 
Delgado said. “Fall semester I had to 
raise more money to get the film that 
we had shot out of the lab because it 
hadn’t been paid for yet.” 

Delgado began arranging funding 
through different grants early last 
year, but filming did not begin until
